MTV Fo SHOUT 
OF MINSTER MYSTERY 


Dr. Gordon, Found Dead in 
New York, Was Born in 
Savannah. 


New York, January 12.—The mo- 


tive for the apparent suicide of Rev.' 


Dr. Perey (Jordon, former assistant 
rector of St. Bartholomew's Episco- 
pal church, whose body was found 
yesterday in a bath tub in his apurt- 
iment in the hotel Wolcott, remained 
undiscovered today. ‘There was a 
bullet wound in his right temple 
and a revolver with one empty 
chamber lay beneath his right hand. 

The contents of two letters found 
near the body and evidently written 
shortly before he shot himself, were 
not made public. One,of the letters 
was addressed to Dr. Leighton 
Parks, rector of St. Bartholomew's, 
and the other to Dr. Gordon’s son, 
George, an under secretary of tlie 
American embassy in Paris. : 

Dr. Gordon, who was about 606 
years old, resigned from St. Bartho- 
lomew's about six months ago. Soon 
afterwards he sub-let his New York 
apartment and sailed for Europe, 
Only a few of his close friends knew 
he bad returned to America. They 
snid he had seemed nervous and ap- 
parently was not benefited by the 
sea voyage. 

Dr. Gordon was separated from 
his wife several years ago and she 
now lives in Florida... Born in Sa- 
vannah, Ga., Dr. Gordon was grad- 
vated from the University of Vir- 
ginia and for several years practiced 
law at Huntsville, Ala., later study- 
ing for the ministry. He was assis- 
tant rector of a church in Louis 
ville, Ky., for five years and. of 
Emanuel church in Boston for one 
vear. He then went abroad, having 
charge of the American church in 
Gieneva for a time and later was 
assistant rector of St. James church, 
North Cambridge. Returning to 
this country he went to New Bed- 
ford, Mass., where for almosh 17 
years he was rector of the Grace 
Episcopal church, coming to the 
fashionable St. Bartholomew's church 
in New York from New Bedford. He 
held a degree in law from Columbia 
college and that of Ph. D., from Har- 
vard.

Dorothy Frady, died at the Riverview 
hospital shortly before 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

With Frady at the time was Dr. E. 
IX Jaudon, one of his attending phy- 
siciang, 

At the hospital it was reported 
that he had gradually grown weaker 
and weaker following a turn for the 
worse last ‘Luesday night, when an 
ebscess of the abdominal cavity de- 
veloped. 

Because of Frady’s weakened con- 
dition, an operation which was im 
perative to suve his life could not 
be performed, the attending physi- 
clans said. 

“Death primarily was due to the 
abscess of the abdomen,” Dr, Jones 
suid this a8ternoon. “That and his 
weakened condition following the op- 
erations he underwent in Chicago for 
infection of the kidney were respon- 
sible. He became so weak that :t 
was impossible to perform an opera- 
tion on him for the abscess. Last 
week we opera: 4 on him for an ab- 
scess of the lungs and he had been 
gy.ven two transfusions o* blood since 
returning to Miami from Chicago on 
December 11, 

“The first transfusion was per- 
formed on December 20, the second 
on December 26. In oth cases 
nurses volunteered to give the nee- 
essary blood.” 

At the hospital it wa: said that 
Frady was conscious this morning 
hut had nothing to say; as it became 
evident that JjJeath was near. 

The crime with which he was 
charged was committed on February 
25 in his room at the Flamingo Hotel 
at Miami Beach, when his wife was 
found shot in several places when 
hutel attaches rushed to the room 
to investigate the sound of shooting. 

Mrs. Frady, in a dyiy. statement. 
declared that her hushand had shot 
her after an all-night quarrel in his 
recom. Frady m.de no statement a* 
the time, but afterwards in habeas 
corpus proceedings it was contended 
that the weavon was discharged while 
his wife and he were struggling for 
its possession.

Washington, January 12.—Repre- 
sentative Ross A. Collins, of Missis- 


sippi, was named in a suit filed in 
the District of Columbia supreme 
court today by the Rev. James KE. 
Arnold, of Union, Miss., a Baptist 
missionary among the Choctaw In- 
dians in that state, asking $130,000 
for alleged libel during the last cam- 
paign in which the latter’s wife was 
an opponent of Mr. Collins. F. J. 
McKinley, special agent in charge of 
Choctaw Indians in Mississippi, and 
|Thomas J. Scott, his chief clerk, were 
named as.co-defendants. 

The petition avers that shortly be- 
fore the primary election, in which 
Mr. Collins defeated Mrs. Arnold, 
advertisements were published in 
which it was stated that Mr. Ar- 
nold’s mother had been a slave in Vir- 
ginija. He denies this, asserting that 
the defendants knew he was of half- 
white and half Choctaw blood. 

The petitioner also denies another 
statement he says was made in the 
campaign against his wife, which is 
alleged to have set forth that he had 
“induced ignorant Indians, especial- 
ly those with oil lands, to adopt him 
as sole heir.” 

The statements, Mr. Arnold adds. 
purported to be based on records from 
the Indian office signed hy Mr. Me- 
Kinley. He charges that the three 
defendants entered into a conspiracy 
to formulate the alleged statements 
and that they were published so late 
in the campaign that bo did not have 
opportunity to contract them from 
what he described as the true records 
of the Indian office.

4. Comprehensive control of Ger- 
many’s internal finance to be exer- 
cised by a committee of guarantees 
sitting permanently in Berlin; this 
control to be About the same as out- 
lined in the French plan January 2. 

5. Maintenance of the present po- 
sition of France in the Ruhr as a 
guarantee of go 4 faith in tbe carry- 
ing out of the conditions. 

G6. Further penalties to be applied 
if Germany fails immediately to con- 
sent to execute the conditions of the 
moratorium. These penuities would 
consist in complete occupation of the 
Ruhr basin and an extension of the 
customs cordon to territory consider- 
ably to the east of the Ruhr.

FRENCH PLAN 
FOR COAL DELIVERIES. 

Duesseldorf, January 12.—(By The 
Associated Press.)—The first day of 
the occupation of Essen was taken 
up practically in obtaining contact 
between the French economic missions 
and representatives of the German 
coal mine operators and steel mill 
owners with a view to fiading a basis 
of co-operation in the working of the 
Ruhr industries. 

Conferences between M. Coste, 
French inspector general of mines; 
General Denville, superintendent of 
iron and steel plants, and representa- 
tives of German_industries, were held 
beth in Duesseldorf and Essen. The 
Fissxen conference was attended by 
delegates from both the Krupp and 
Thyssen plants. 

Both sides were non-committal re- 
garding the results achieved, but the 
feeling was expressed tonight by the 
Germans, and not denied by the 
French, that the entire success ofthe 
French occupation from the economic 
viewpoint depends upon the co-opera- 
tion of the existing German organ- 
isms and if they decide to refrain 
from co-operating the entire structure 
of Ruhr industries will break down. 

The French annarently were loath 
to admit it, but seemingly they real- 
ize that their technical, financial and 
economic effectives are not sufficient 
to earry out successfully their share 
of the work. 

Want Guarantee. 


From French sources it is an- 


nounced that the coal operators and 
other industrialists . attending the 
Essen conference are prepared to dis- 
regard the Berlin government’s rulin; 
that they must discontinue making 
deliveries in kind to France, Belgium 
and Italy on account of reparations, 
They will continue deliveries, it was 


said, but they must be guarantee 
payment by France.

Paul Tirard, of France, president 
of the inter-allied Rhineland conimis- 
sion, in accord with Baron Jacque- 
main, Belgian member of ghe com- 
mission, has sent a circular to ail 
German functionaries in the occupied 
territory, informing them that they 
are liable to the penalties prescribed 
by the rules of the commission if they 
carry out the tmstructions from Ber- 
lin and fail to make deliveries in kind.

Sided Legislation. 


New York, January 
Conway JLoole, president of the Inter- 
national league, entered the majog- 
minor dratt controversy today wit 
a statement charging that “defenders 
the one-sided legislation recently 
passed by the National and Ameri- 
can leagues’ either were ignorant, 
were being misquoted or were trying 
to deceive the public as to the action 
on the increased optional player limit 
tuken by the minor leagues’ associa- 
tion at Louisville, 

By one-sided legislation” Mr. 
Toole referred to the joint major 
league decision incaeasing the optional 
player limit from eight to fifteen and 
attaching the draft string to all play- 
ers released to minor league clubs 
atter January 10. The majors have 
defended this move on the ground that

‘the minors viglated the joint agree- 


ment of 1921 by refusing to consider 
the optional player increase at their 
last meeting. 

“The national association did not 
puss a resolution declining to pass 
on proposed amendments to the major- 
minor league agreement.” Mr. Toole’s 
statement said. “What the minors 
did do and the reasons for it are as 
follows: 

“In January, 1921, after months of 
negotiation, commit tee meetings and 
joint meetings, the major-minor league 
agreement was signed at Chicago on 
January 14, 1921. It provided that 
each major league elub could send 
out eight players and no more on 
optional agreement. Less than six 
months later the major leagues, ad- 
mittedly sending out over eight op- 
tional players, asked the minor 
leagues to overlook their violation and 
permit them to continue for 1921 on 
the plea that they had so many play- 
ers on hand they could not live up 
to what they had agreed to after 
much thought in January, 1921. 

Minors Submitted. 

“Did the minors raise loud cries 
of broken agreement against the ma- 
jors? Not at all. On Commissioner 
Landis’ assurance that it would not 
oceur after 1921 they decided to over- 
look the violation for that year. 

“In 1922 the major leagues voted 
t» raise the number of optional play- 
ers from eight to fifteen. The mi- 
ners voted ‘no’ on that It is com- 
mon talk in baseball that the rule 
was not observed by all elubs. 

“At Louisville the secretary of the 
‘national association read a proposal 
submitted to the advisory council, on 
which he is one of vur representa- 
tives, which if later approyed would 
raise the optional player limit to fif- 
teen and the number of players that 
could be owned by each big league 
Club in the off-season from 40 to 50. 

“The. national association unani- 
mously voted to reject this sugges- 
tion, and, having voted to have eight 
instead of fifteen, the option player 
three times in two years, it 
went further and said it would not

New Lork, January 12.—in the 
rush and hurry of so many proposals 
for the welfare of college athletics 
and of the means of governing them, 
too little notice has been given tke 
proposed code of conduct framed by 
the Football Coaches’ association. It 
does not seem amiss today to stress 
this code in detail. 


The main points of this code were 
the urging of the use of only strictly 
eligible players, the selection of com- 
petent officials, the beginning of 
games early enough to permit com- 
pletion in ample daylight, proper po- 
lice protection to keep spectators from 
encroaching upon the playing field, 
as well as care of that field against 
freezing, by the use of straw or other 
covering, providing of comforts and 
convenience to the visiting team, the 
quieting of cheering while signals are 
being called, sportsmanlike applause 
tor opponents as well as friends, con- 
I:zning scouting tu legitimate study of 
regular games, refusing to spy upon 
opponents’ practice, to try to obtain 
its signals or secure, by secret means, 
information, settling questions of eli- 
gibility without publie discussion, 
maintaining cordial relations between 
students of bodies and rival institu- 
tions, refusal to teach or. practice 
side-line coaching, clipping, intentional 
roughness, or any other violation, let- 
ter of spirit, of rules, encouraging re- 
spect @6f officials in their position, 

iscouraging abusive talk between 

layers, working in harmony with 
the academic purposes of the institu- 
tion, discouraging proselyting, ° re- 
eruiting, betting, professional foot- 
ball, the spirit of commercialism and 
any other influences of this gharac- 
ter, to build up qualities in players 
ef loyalty, self-sacrifice and devotion. 

Taken all in all, that code seems 
to cover the ease pretty thoroughly 
and in a satisfactory manner. Cer- 
tainly, if every epllege official several 
times during the football season, and 
also, in fact, several times during the 
rest of the school year, ealled the at- 
tention of all the students publicly to 
this code, it would work wonders to- 
ward bettering not “nly the gridiron 
gime, but also every college sport, 
for many of fhe rules in this code 
can appropriately and properly be 
applied to other competitive sports. 


Perhaps it is not a bad suggestion | 


that the work of ealling attention of | 
students to such a code begin with 
the preparatory and high schools.
